A friendly interest in his welfare gave him a 
sense of friendship for the whites, but he was homesick and Captain John Smith took him 
back to America. There, before he made his way home, he was captured, taken to Spain, 
there sold into slavery, and finally released and shipped back to England- and again to 
America. His tribe had been wiped out. He lived with Massassoit until the coming of 
the Mayflower brought him again into friendly contact with the whites, as go-between.
